The 
eutertainments consisted of the Comedy of Zown and Country, in which 
Miss Lawrence, the niece of Mr. Spring, who has before appeared at 
his Benefit, sustained the character of Rosalie Somers with consider- 
able talent. Zhe Rival Soldiers, a Musical Melange, and Katherine 
and Petruchio, concluded. At the end of the Comedy, Mr. Wallack 
delivered the Farewell Address, which conveyed an assurance of the 
Proprietor’s sincere thanks “ for the brilliant and triumphant manner 
in which he had been borne through the season.”’—The house is to 
epen again on the Ist of October. 


Papmarket Theatre. 

On Saturday evening, after the Comedy of Spring and Autumn, a 
sew Vandeville, in one act, entitled Zhe Millinere, was produced at 
this ‘Theatre. It is a translation from a lively little French piece, en~ 
titled Les Couturieres, which was played with considerable success in 
Paris at the Variétés. With very excellent acting, this little piece 
would have been (although on the very verge of absurdity,) amusing 
enough ; but whoever takes the trouble to read the names of the dra- 
matis persone, will at once discover that a piece which depended for 
its Success, in a great measure, on the liveliness and grace of the ac- 
tors concerned, was not likely to meet with any very adequate support 
from the hands into which it was entrusted. With the single exception. 
ef Mrs. Humby, who was a sort of juvenile /re, Malaprop, as far 
as regarded a ‘* proper derangement of epifaphs,” but a Lydia Lan- 
guish ip sentiment, and who played. the character with mach quiet nei- 
veté; the picce had not proper justice done it. 


The plot consists merely of the /iaisone of q, milliner’s shop, and 
euc or two scenes would be very highly amusing in abler hands. Mrs, 
'f. Hill had'to do pathetic, and in some scenes would have been toler- 
ably effective but for the singular inaptitude of her little rowed face to 
work itself up into anything but a smile. Mrs. Waylett is always val- 
gar, but on Saturday ber appearance and manners would have sent her 
to Coventry in the establishment of any decent Afarchande des Modes, 
at the west end; she kept twisting about, and shrogging her shoulders, 
ae if annoyed by those teasing little insects too prevalent this het-weas 
ther, The piece requires curtailment, particularly ia the singing pavt ; 
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songs set to old airs are indiscriminately given to people with or with- 
out voices. The .Williners was received with much applanse, thongh 
mingled with considerable disapprobation.—With pruning it may rux 
ite day.—It *s translated by Mr. Lacey.
